NEUTRALITY ACT 
CHANGEISIIRBED 

Cash-Carry Harmful 
Vandenbosch Says 

Speaking yesterday afternoon be- 
fore a meeting of the University 
chapter of Phi Alpha Theta. hon- 
orary history fraternity. Dr. Army 
Vandenbosch. head of tte political 
science department, luged strongly 
the repeal of tte ctsrently effective 

Neutrality Act. 

Dr Vandenbosch stated that this 
act which represents an ambargo on 
all war materials, was. first of all non- 
enfci cable, for it does not prevent 
the exporters from selling to non- 
belligerents who in turn can re.sell 
imntediately to the warring nations. 
"Also." he a.sserted this act will 
no: i)i e\ ent t he so-called 'war-boom.' 
for actual war materials constituted 
in the last war only nineteen percent 
of the exports to foreign nailons." 
Dr. Vandenbosch auted ttet he be- 
lieved it fo<Hisb to consider it im- 
mcral to sell war goods, for It is not 
considered immOTal to ^1 arms 
with which a country is to defend 
Itself, and. theie !s iio-;rue line of 
den.arkation b e i w e e n defensive 
weapons and offensive weapons. He 
believes, he added, that the cash and 
carry clause to the present bill is 
a harmful one and not a particu- 
larly honest one. for it is an at- 
tempt to relieve the United States 
the i of the responsibility for ships sunk 
ccm'.n.K Irom h.'-i pons. Hiis would 
allow the country the po.ssible ben- 
efits of, or at least relieve the gov- 
ernment ol the lespi^nsibillty of 
curbing the increased export busi- 
ness caused by war.
